1) Claims 1-11, 13-15, 17-19, 25, 27-34, 38-40, 42-47 and 51-54 are presented for 
examination in light of the amendment after allowance filed 5/1 1/06. This is a supplemental 
notice of allowability.

3) Claims 1-11, 13-15, 17-19, 25, 27-34, 38-40, 42-47 and 51-54 are allowed.

Referring to claims 1-11,13-15 and 17-19, the claims are allowed for the reasons cited by 
applicant's representative in the "Remarks" section of the amendment filed 12/7/05. 

Referring to claims 25, 29 and 42, neither Sandhu (U.S. PGPUB 2002/0195056), Tran 
(U.S. Pat 6,455,098), nor Gornicki (U.S. Pat 6,200,441), together or in combination with the 
prior art of record, specifically teach an apparatus for processing a substrate comprising a 
deposition chamber divided into two or more deposition regions vertically stacked with a wafer 
support moveable between the interconnected deposition regions, in combination with the 
remaining elements or features of the claimed invention. 

Referring to all other allowed claims, the claims are dependent on the allowed claims 
above, and are therefore allowable.
